Mervin  Mirsky,  general  chair 
man  of  the  1962  United  Jewish 
Appeal  has  announced  that  the 
campaign  has  passed  the  $337,000. 
mark.  At  press  time,  1119  indivi- 
dual contributions  had  been  re- 
ceived. These  showed  an  ihcrease 
of  $39,982.  over  last  year. 

According  to  latest  figures  avail- 
able, there  are  still  some  150  cards 
in  the  hands  of  canvassers.  Mr. 
Mirsky  and  his  vice-chairmen 
Jules  Loeb  and  Dr.  Irving  Betcher 
man  are  making  a concerted  effort 
to  see  that  all  returns  come  in  by 
June  29,  the  final  closing  date  of 
the  campaign. 

During  the  last  two  weeks  in 
particular,  canvassers  have  been 
urged  by  mail  and  by  phone  to 
complete  their  calls  as  quickly  as 
possible.  The  warm  weather 
seriously  limits  campaign  activity 
and  any  cards  left  undone  by  the 
end  of  June  are  usually  lost. 

Canvassers  who  have  had  diffi- 
culty in  contacting  prospects  or 
who  for  one  reason  or  another 
cannot  complete  their  call  backs 
are  asked  to  return  all  cards  in 
their  possession  to  campaign  head- 
quarters at  the  Jewish  Community 
Centre  for  re-assignment. 

The  Campaign  Committee  would 
also  be  extremely  grateful  if  don 
ors  who  have  not  been  called  on 
as  yet  would  make  that  fact  known 
to  the  office  at  CE  2-7306. 

The  campaign  leadership  expects 
that  the  final  figures  will  exceed 
$350,000.

Why  Kashrutli  ? 

Most  Jews  are  ready  to  offer 
an  explanation  of  the  Jewish 
Dietary  Laws.  Even  those  who 
more  or  less  disregard  them  will 
offer  a reason  for  them,  though 
they  may  brush  that  reason  aside 
as  being  in  their  view  inadequate 
or  unnecessary  for  our  times. 

The  Dietary  Laws  are  health 
laws,  they  say.  This  was  and  still 
is  true.  But  this  is  not  the  reason 
which  the  Bible  gives  for  these 
laws. 

The  Bible  gives  one  and  only 
one  reason  for  them.  That  reason 
is  not  one  of  physical  or  national 
health  but  one  of  spiritual  health. 
It  is  contained  in  the  summing  up 
of  the  chapter  in  which  these  laws 
are  set  forth:  “I  am  the  Lord  your 
God;  therefore  you  shall  make 
yourselves  holy,  and  be  holy;  for 
I am  holy  — For  I am  the  Lord 
who  brought  you  up  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt  to  be  your  God;  ye 
shall  therefore  be  holy  for  I am 
holy”.  (Levitcus  11:44,  45). 

This  motivation  is  repeated  later 
(Leviticus  20:25,  26)  “You  shall 
therefore  separate  between  un- 
clean birds  and  the  clean  — and 
ye  shall  be  holy  unto  Me,  for  I 
the  Lord  am  holy.”  In  the  repe- 
tition of  the  Dietary  Laws  the  same 
sole  reason  is  given  for  their  obser- 
vances: “because  thou  art  a holy 
people  unto  the  Lord  thy  God.” 
(Deuteronomy  14:  21). 

Thus,  the  Bible  uniformly  re- 
gards the  Dietary  Laws  as  a disci- 
plined holiness.  They  are  a disci- 
pline of  the  spirit  imposed  on  a 
process  that  is  otherwise  entirely 
physical.  They  are  an  insistence 
that  man’s  eating  should  be  not 
only  a satisfaction  of  his  bodily 
appetites,  but  also  an  exercise  in 
holiness  of  the  soul.  Judaism  takes 
eating  and  drinking  and  weaves 
them  into  the  fabric  of  religious 
living.
